AVhat becomes of divorced women? 
The Chicago Tribune lias been at the

At th# Ibildtrin locomotive works 
there are in course of construction 
four locomotives which are designed 
to run by sodn. which takes th# plaee 
of fire under the boiler. Soda has 
much the same power as coal, says 
the Philadelphia Record, without 
any of the offensivega.se« which thtit 
fuel emits. The engines are now 
nearly finished, and a re to lie » hipped 
to Minneapolis, Minn., in a short 
time and are to 1m* run on the streets 
of tha t city, where steam engines are 
forbidden. The engine has much the 
same appearance as ¿t passenger car. 
It is « about six teen fe<*t long entirely 
box <nJ in, with no visiblosrnokestacks 
or pipes, as there is no ex haust or 
refuse. The boiler is of copper, N4V, 
inches in diameter, and fifteen feet 
long having tubes running through 
it as in steam boilers. Inside the boiler 
will lie placed five ton« of soda.which 
upon being dampened by a jet of 
steam produces an 
intense heat. 
When the soda is thoroughly sa tu­ 
rated, which will occur in about six 
hours, the action ceases, anti then it 
is necessary to restore it to its origin­ 
al stitte by forcing through the boiler 
a stream of superheated « team from 
it stationary boiler, which drives the 
moisture entirely from the 
sodn. 
when it is again ready for use. The 
ex haust steam fr« >m the cylinders is 
used to saturate the sodn, and by 
this means all refuse is ust'd. These 
engines are the first of tlieir kind 
tha t have been built in this country, 
nnd are lieing constructed under the 
supervision of George Kuchler, it 
German engineer. The engines will 
have about th« * same power as those 
on the New York elevated rot» «1«, and 
will readily draw four light cars. 
Soda « *ngin« *s are now used in Berlin 
and other European « ities very suc­ 
cessfully, and they also trav« *rse the 
St. Gothard tunnel under the Alps, 
where steam engines cannot 1m* use« !, 
because the length of the tunnel m i- 
ders it impossible to devise a system 
of ventilation which will carry off the 
foul gases generated by a locomotive. 
» So overpowering would these gases 
become tha t suffocation would ensue.

how much it cost him, 
Thia man 
Johnson iM a democrat, and although 
the Journal claims he is ‘^prominent 
and well known.” wo doubt if there 
are twenty-five j>oople in the city who 
will know who he is when they read 
the article.

Figures to Prove What Protection 
Has Done for tnc Great West— 
The Wheat Problem. 


The following speech was delivered 
by Janies G. Blaine, at Indianapolis, 
Oct. 11th, and we present it for the 
careful consideration of every voter 
in the Northwest, the farmers and 
laboring men in particular i 
Fellow Citizens of Indiana: It is the 
studied and persistent of the demo­ 
cratic party in this presidential cam­ 
paign to prejudice the West against 
the Fast on the subject of the tariff, 
maintaining that the Eastern states 
get the burden. Now if the tariff for 
protection so operates that one section 
gets the gain and the other gets the 
loss, then the whole system of protec­ 
tion ought to be alioltslied; and if the 
advocates of a protective tariff cannot 
prove that it is of as great advantage 
to the West as to the East, as great 
advantage to the South as it is to the 
North, and that it is a national and not 
a sectional policy~df, 1 say. they can­ 
not establish these jioiiiU. the the 
jKdiey ought to be abandoned. But I 
maintain—and, in the few minutes 1 
shall occupy your attention. I shall 
endeavor to prove—by figures and by 
facts—that the West, the great, grow­ 
ing, teaming, prosj»erous W est, lias 
gained more out of the protective tariff 
than any section of the whole union. 
(Applause.] 
Gentlemen, 1 know that involves 
questions of fact and not questions of 
fancy; and 1 call your attention to the 
census of I glib—and if there be any 
democrats present they will not wish 
to dispute the coii cHimss of that cen­ 
sus for it was taken under the ad* 
minirttrationol Mr* Buchanan.

Lincoln was inaugurated. (Applause.) 
Yon can test thi« question in another 
way. 
In 18(8) these 11 states had 10.- 
000 miles of railroad, or scarcely that, 
and to-day, 28 years after, they hsve 
nearly 80,000 in lies of railroad. 
Mind 
you. these U Western states have al­ 
most three times as much railroad 
within their b sr lers as the whole 
union had l»efor* *]i- civil war. 
.Some­ 
thing or other h i- enabled you W est­ 
ern people to get nj mg pretty rapidly, 
for these states It tv* | rospered in a de­ 
gree far beyond that 
Uu* old Eastern 
states, in a ratio . ir git-uter than the 
Eastern states have maintained. 
As another proof of that progress I 
have here a singular table from the 
official census of I860. 
I think that 
you will agree with me that it is a very 
suggestive table.

Cin­

the census did not know there was 
such a place.

This is the way. Mr. Chair man. the 
protective tariff has been retarding the 
growth and development of the West.

This is the great hard­ 
ship that the W est has suffered by 
reason of protective tariff. 
When you drive the free trade from 
every other ground, they tell you that 
protective tariff has stuffed the export 
trade of the United .State, that it has 
built up a lot of factories and railways, 
but that the foreign commerce of the 
country has all gone to pieces. 
1 again 
quote from the census, and show you 
that from the tim e the Declaration of 
Indejiendence was made down to the 
time that Lincoln was elected presi­ 
dent— 1 vyill go further hqej*: 
From 
the time Am erica was discovered by 
Columbus down to the election of 
Abraham Lincoln, the aggregate ship­ 
ment of all tlmse years, of all those 
centuries, from the United States, 
amounted to # 9.000,000,(88), in value. 
Now mark you. that covered the entire 
history of the government down to 
I860; 
and from 
IHG0 to 1888 the 
aggregrate amount l!:,s been #17,5(8).- 
(88*.000, almost double as much in the 
28 years of the present protective tariff 
as it was during tfie whole previous 
history of the .\iuerlcai) continent. 
(Applause.) 
'That is the way, gentle­ 
men. iu which protection has operated. 
I had occasion in speaking on this 
satire subject in the East, when con­ 
trasting what protection has done for 
the laboring man of America as com­ 
pared with the laboring man of Europe, 
to show what the laboring men of N ew 
England had in savings banks as com­ 
pared with those of Old England, and 
1 saw in one Western democratic paper 
the remark: 
**()h yes, you have got 
all the money in the East; it is well 
enough for you to uphold protection.” 
But gentlemen, you must remember 
the different conditions. 
The wealth 
of the W est has been in growing towns, 
in farms, in great lines of railway, in 
vast agricultural developments, all of 
which goes forward more rapidly in 
the West. 
These investm ents in the 
W est take the place of the cash de­ 
posits which the laboring men of the 
East have placed in the sayings banks; 
but the ratio q i increase of prosperity 
under the protective tariff for the last 
27 years lias been largely in favor of 
the West as against the Rasf, so that 
the policy of protection has not proved 
a sectional policy. 
Why. gentlemen, 
there is no longer the old distinction 
between manufacturing states and the 
argicultural states. 
Do you reckon 
yourselves here In Indiana an agricul­ 
tural state simply* 
you r manufac­ 
tures this year in the state of Indiana 
have a larger cash value than your total 
agricultural production. 
(Applause,) 
1 Manufacturers are no longer concent­ 
r a te d on the eastern side of the Ai- 
! leghanies. 
The city of Chicago is'the 
j largest center 
of manufactures in 
America. 
It has run ahead of Pitts- 
j burgh, and, under the influence of this 
i tariff, the manufacturing 
interests 


have spread each year farther and 
farther west ward, bringing the home 
market nearer and nearer the source 
of food supply, and proving all the 
while to every intelligent voter in the 
country that the nearer ybu bring the 
food consumers to the food producers, 
the more certain is the prosperity of 
both. 
1 had occasion to show' the other day 
in Michigan from indisputable statis­ 
tics that the little region of New 
England with not so much population 
as Illinois and Indiana, with scarcely 
so much area as Illinois alone—I had 
occasion to show that little area, with 
six small states, takes more from these 
Western states than is shipi>ed to Old 
England and that those little states 
take from the other states of this 
union every year in food and raw ma­ 
terial for manufacture the enormous 
aggregate of over #400,0(8),000 in 
money. 
(Applause.) 
Add to that 
amount Newr York, Pennsylvania ami 
New Jersey take from the South, the 
Southwest and the great West and you 
have an aggregate of more than #1,- 
(88*,000,000 of material (applause;) and 
this country will have realized the 
great objective point of the tariff sys­ 
tem when every agricultural state 
shall have its market near to the pro­ 
ducers. 
Farmers of the W est, you have been 
complaining of the price of wheat, and 
erroneously charging the fall upon the 
protective tariff. 
Why has wheat 
fallen during the last ten years? 
Be­ 
cause you have to meet in the markets 
of Europe the wheat of Russia, that is 
raised in that vast country with labor 
that is not more than 8 to 12 cents per 
day; and. beyond that, you are m eet­ 
ing vast imports of wheat from India, 
where England lias been expending 
hundreds of millions of dollars to 
cheapen and ex;*edite transportation 
to Euro]**. 
N eglect your home mar­ 
ket and the larger amount you will 
find unsalable, and the harder will be 
competition with these hard-worked 
wheat produces on the other side. 
Suppose you turn half the manufactur­ 
ers and mechanics, under the basis of 
free trade—suppose you turn half of 
them Into wheat producers and farm­ 
ers. isn’t the market of the farmer cut 
off just that much and the surplus of 
his product increased? 
.Suppose you 
mid another 150,(88),000 bushels to the 
product of the W est, where will you 
market it? 
Where will you find ’the 
men that are able to j»ay for it, who 
want to eat? 
Remember, gentlemen, 
it is the home market of the United 
States th at every day, is affording 
more and more to the agriculturalists 
of this country their best market, and 
the home market of the United States 
is the result, legally and indisputably, 
of the protective tariff. 
(Great aj>- 
plause.) 


How He Is Received, 
Tl)e UUGe Falls Transcript pub­ 
lishes the following in regard to a 
speech made by H C. Stivers at that 
place on Thursday evening last: 
La*t evening Messrs. H. C. Stivers, 
Joseph Campbell and L. M. Davis ad­ 
dressed a crowd at the court house, 
and discussed the tariff question. Mr. 
Stivers was the only one who made 
any pretensions to making an argu­ 
ment. 
When on the right side of a 
question he can usually make a good 
statement of his case, and his lament­ 
able failure to make even a reasonable 
good argument for his position last 
evening showed how weak he felt 
hinpself to be before his audience. The 
people of Little Falls never .were 
treated to such a mess of false reason­ 
ing, mis leading facts and poor logic 
as Bro. Stivers dished up to them last 
evening. He began by stating that 
the idea that the democratic party 
was a party of the South was erro­ 
neous, and claimed that the bulk of 
the partv was in the North, and the 
brains oi the democratic party was in 
the North. He quoted the election 
returns of four years ago to show that 
Cleveland received more votes in the 
North and West than in the South; 
the conclusion he attempted to draw 
was that the democratic party was 
controlled by Northern men. Any 
man knows that the conclusion is 
false. All important legislation lias 
to bo approved by the democratic 
caucus of the lower house of congress 
before it can pass, and that caucus is 
completely controlled by the South­ 
ern brigadiers. 
He next denounced the financial 
l>olicy of the republican party, yet the 
conduct of the treasury' department 
by the republicans won the plaudits 
of the world, and to-day that party 
stands with the record of having giv­ 
ing the country the best and wisest 
financial legislation that any nation 
ever had.

Hf* urged that if factories 
made but small profits, they would be 
built hero sqoner than if they were 
aur® Qf returning good profits. 
His 
ideas WU*"P directly opposite those 
held by the men who are trying to get 
factories built here, and we doubt if 
there was a person in his audience 
took any stock in the claims he ad­ 
vance. The claim that the less pros­ 
pective profit there is in an industry 
the easier it will be to get capitalists 
to start that industry here is worthy 
of the candidate 
advancetf it. 
This part of the question is the one 
in which our people take the most in­ 
terest, and the ridiculous ground 
taken by the speaker was evident to 
all. 
A plea was made for the protection 
of the farmer, yet the placing of wool 
qn the free list was endorsed. It is 
the only {jrent product qf the farmers 
uj>on which a protective tariff can 
work great benefit, and that was 
especially jumped onto by the Mills 
bill, Stivers knows that a protective 
tariff that will aid the huilding- of 
manufactories here will create a 
market for our farmers that will 
greatly increase the prosperty of every 
one qx them wtihfn a marketable 
distance of Little Falls. 
His utter 
and evident failure to show that the 
republican policy will not be more apt 
than the democratic policy to secure 
industrial development at Little Falls 
must have been keenly felt by the 
speaker, and had he not referred t<) 
the subject irrjts local light he would 
have shown wisdom. 
He roasted the republican candidate 
for president, the republican candi­ 
date for governor, and dosed. 
Mr. Stivers has been known to the 
people as a follower of almost all

If tin’s 
L not done the grant will probably 
revert to the Duluth A Winnipeg, 
and in any event the ownership of 
that grant is likely io hunt the legis­ 
lative halls again this winter, as it lias 
for pretty nearly every session during 
the past decade. While Mr. Kin­ 
dred's work for the transfer of the 
grant was not without a personal mo­ 
tive, lie made the claims of Brainerd 
to be known as a railroad center the 
cardinal points in his argument and 
plea before legislative committees 
and legislators. With the irony of; 
fate, Mr. Kindred is about to remove | 
from Brainerd, and will shako th e! 
dust of the City of the Pines from 
liis feet, disgusted with the treat­ 
ment he has received by the citi­ 
zens of that plaoe, who have not 
approved 
altogether 
his 
various 
schemes for municipal improvements J 
through the medium of corporations; 
organized in tlie interests of Mr. Kin- j 
drod. Lumberman.

Has Done for the Great West— 
The Wheat Problem. 
The following speech was delivered 
by James G. Blaine, at Indianapolis, 
Oct. lith, and we present it for the 
careful consideration of every voter 
in the Northwest, the farmers and 
laboring men in particular! 
Fellow Citizens of Indiana: It is the 
studied and persistent of the demo­ 
cratic jKirty in this presidential cam­ 
paign to prejudice the West against 
the East on the subject of the tariff, 
maintaining that the Eastern states 
get the burden. Now if the tariff for 
protection so carates that one section 
gets the gain and the other gets the 
loss, then the w hole system of protec­ 
tion ought to be abolished; and if the 
advocates of a protective tariff cannot 
prove that it is of as great advantage 
ta the West as to the East, as great 
advantage to the South as it is to the 
North, and that it is a national and not 
a sectional policy—if, I say. they can­ 
not establish these ]>oiiits. the the 
policy aught to be abandoned. But I 
maintain—and, in tin* few minutes I 
shall occupy your attention, I shall 
endeavor to prove—fby figures and by 
facts—that the West. tho great, grow­ 
ing, teaming, prosperous West, has 
gained more out of the protective tariff 
than any section of the whole union. 
I Applause.! 
Gentlemen, I know that involves 
questions of fact and not questions of 
fancy; and I call your attention to the 
census of I860—aud if there lie any 
democrats present they w ill not wish 
to dispute the col red ness of that cen­ 
sus for it was taken tinder the ad­ 
m inistrational Mr. DuHtaiutn, I quote 
the figures of that census, as to the 
wealth of ll Western states. Ohio. 
Indiana, Illinois. Michigan, Wisconsin. 
Minnesota, Iowa. Missouri, Kansas, 
Nebraska and Colorado. 
The last two 
were territories when Mr. Lincoln 
came into power, but were long since 
made states.

This is the great hard­ 
ship that the West has suffered by 
reason of protective tariff. 
When you drive the free trade from 
every other ground, they tell you that 
protective tariff has stiHied the exjiort 
trade of the United State, that it has 
built up a lot of factories and railways, 
but that the foreign commerce of tile 
country bas till gone to pieces. 
I again 
quote from the census, and show you 
that from the time the Declaration of 
Inde]*endence was made down to the 
time that Lincoln was elected F resi­ 
dent—I \yill go 
From 
the time Am ene* was discovered by 
Columbus down to the election of 
Abraham Lincoln, the aggregate ship­ 
ment of all those years, of all those 
centuries, from the United States 
amounted to $9,OOO.OOO,ink), in value. 
Now mark you, that covered the entire 
history of the government down to 
1860; and from 
I860 to 1888 the 
aggregate amount has been St 17,500.- 
000,000, almost double us much in the 
28 vears of the present protective tariff 
as it was during the whole previous 
history of the Anierlcai) continent. 
(Applause.) That is the way, gentle­ 
men, iu which protection tues operated. 
I had occasion in speaking on this 
same subject in the East, when con- 
tnisting what protection Ir is done fo r 
the laboring man of America as com­ 
pared with the laboring man of Europe. 
to show what the laboring men of New* 
England had in savings hanks as com­ 
pared with those of Old (England, and 
I saw in one Western democratic paper 
the remark: 
“ Oh yes. you have got 
all the money iii the East; it is well 
enough for you to uphold protection.” 
But gentlemen, you must remember 
the different conditions. 
The wealth 
of the West hasbeen in growing towns, 
in farms, in great lines of railway, in 
vast agricultural developments, all of 
which goes forward more rapidly iii 
the West. These investments in the 
West take the place of the cash de­ 
posits which the laboring men of the 
East have placed iii the sayings banks; 
but the ratio pl increase of prosperity 
under the protective tariff for the last 
27 years has been largely in favor o f 
the West aa against the Last, so that 
the policy of protection leis not proved 
a sectional policy. 
Why. gentlemen, 
there is no longer the old distinction 
between manufacturing states and the 
apicultural states. 
Do you reckon 
yourselves here in Indiana an agricul­ 
tural state simply! your manufac­ 
tures this year in the state of Indiana 
have a larger cash value than your total 
agricultural production. (Applause,) 
Manufacturers are no longer concent­ 
rated on the eastern side of the A l­ 
legiances. The city o f Chicago is the 
hugest center 
of manufactures in 
America. 
It has run ahead of Pitts- 
burgh. and. under the influence of this 
tariff, the manufacturing 
interests 


have spread each year farther and 
farther west ward, bringing the home 
market nearer and nearer the source 
of food supply, and proving all the 
while to every intelligent voter in the 
country that the nearer yfou bring the 
food consumers to the food producers, 
the more certain is the prosperity of 
beth. 
I had occasion to show the other day 
in Michigan from indisputable statis­ 
tics that the little region of New 
England with not so much population 
as illinois and Indiana, with scarcely 
so much area as Illinois alone—I had 
occasion to show’ th at little area, with 
six small states, takes more from these 
Western states than is shipjied to Old 
England and that those little states 
take from the other states of this 
union every year in food and raw ma­ 
terial for manufacture the enormous 
aggregate 
of over 8400,000,000 in 
money. 
(Applause.) 
Add to that 
amount New* York, Pennsylvania and 
New* Jersey take from the South, the 
Southwest and the great West and you 
have an aggregate of more than 81,- 
000,000,000 of material (applause;) and 
this country will have realized the 
great objective point of the tariff sys­ 
tem when every agricultural state 
shall have its market near to the pro­ 
ducers. 
Farmers of the W est, you have been 
complaining of the price of wheat, and 
erroneously charging the fall upon the 
protective tariff. 
Why has wheat 
fallen during the last ten years? Be­ 
cause you have to meet in the markets 
of Europe the wheat of Russia, that is 
raised in that vast country with labor 
that is not more than 8 to 12 cents per 
day; and, beyond that, you are meet­ 
ing vast imports of wheat from India, 
where England has been expending 
hundreds of millions of dollars to 
cheapen and expedite transportation 
to Europe.

Suppose you turn half the m anufactur­ 
ers and mechanics, under the basis of 
free trade—suppose you turn half of 
them into wheat producers and farm­ 
ers. isn’t the market of the farmer cut 
off just that much and the surplus of 
his product increased? Suppose you 
add another 150,000,000 bushels to the 
product of the AV’est, where will you 
market it? 
Where will you find the 
men that are able to pay for it, who 
want to eat? 
Remember, gentlemen. 
it is the home market of the United 
States th a t every day, is affording 
more and more to the agriculturalists 
of this country their best market, and 
the home market of the United States 
is the result, legally and indisputably, 
of the protective tariff. 
(Great a}>- 
plause.) 


How He Is Received, 
The Little Falls Transcript pub­ 
lishes the following in regard to a 
speech made by H. CL Stivers at that 
place on Thursday evening last; 
Last evening Messrs. H. C. Stivers, 
Joseph Campbell and L. M. Davis ad­ 
dressed a crowd at the court house, 
and discussed the tariff question. Mr. 
Stivers was the only one who made 
any pretensions to making an argu­ 
ment. When on the right side of a 
question he can usually make a good 
statement of his case, and his lament­ 
able failure to make even a reasonable 
good argument for his position last 
evening showed how weak he felt 
hansel r to be before his audience. The 
people of Little Falls never .were 
treated to such a mess of false reason­ 
ing, mis leading facts and poor logic 
as Bro. Stivers dished up to them last 
evening. He began by stating that 
the idea that the democratic party 
was a party of the South was erro­ 
neous, and* claimed that the bulk of 
the party was in the North, and the 
brains of the democratic party was in 
the North. He quoted the election 
returns of four years ago to show that 
Cleveland received more votes in the 
North and West than in the South; 
the conclusion he attempted to draw 
was that the democratic party was 
controlled by Northern men. Any 
man knows that the conclusion is 
false. All important legislation lias 
to bo approved by the democratic 
caucus of the lower house of congress 
before it can pass, and that caucus is 
completely controlled by the South­ 
ern brigadiers. 
He next denounced the financial 
policy of the republican party, yet the 
conduct of the treasury department 
by the republicans won the plaudits 
of the world, and to-day that party 
stands with the record of having giv­ 
ing the country the best and wisest 
financial legislation that any nation 
ever had.

As long as manufactories 
were very profitable they w ould be 
built only at such places as Minne­ 
apolis, but after their profits were re­ 
duced they might locate ut Little 
Falls. 
H£ urged that if factories 
made but small profits, they would be 
built here sooner than if they were 
sure Qf returning good profits. His 
ideas wflto directly opposite those 
held by the men who are trying to get 
factories built here, and we doubt if 
there was a person in his audience 
took any stock in the claims he ad­ 
vance. The claim that the less pros­ 
pective profit there is in an industry 
the easier it will be to get capitalists 
to start that industry here is worthy 
of the candidate AVha advanced it. 
This part of the question is the one 
in which our people take the most in­ 
terest, and the ridiculous ground 
taken by tho speaker was evident to 
all. 
A plea was made for the protection 
of the fanner, yet the placing of wool 
qn the free list was endorsed. It is 
the only groat product qf the farmers 
upon which a protective tariff can 
work great benefit, and that was 
especially jumped onto by the Mills 
bill, Stivers knows that a protective 
tariff that will aid the building, of 
manufactories here will create a 
market for our farmers that will 
greatly iff crease the prosperty of every 
cine or them vytihm a marketable 
distance of Little Falls. 
His utter 
and evident failure to show that the 
republican policy will not be more apt 
j than the democratic policy to secure 
j industrial develqpiuent at Little Falls 
I must have been keenly felt by the 
speaker, and had he not referred to 
the subject brits local light he would 
have shown w isdom.

Frightful Railroad Accident, in which Eighty 
Persons are Killed and Matty Wore Injured. 


A terrible ra ilro ad catastro p h e occured in 
Pennsylvania in which seventy-five or eighty 
persons were killed and a num ber injured 
The accident took place near Mud Run S ta ­ 
tion, A grand parade of Cat holic societies 
to o k place a t H azleton and a large excursion 
w as run from W iikesbarre for the occasion, 
com posed of lodges, band and sight seers 
from W iikesbarre, N ant icoke and o th er [joints 
along the line. 
The excursion train was run 
In tw o sections and upon th e retu rn trip the 
re a r section toil into th e forw ard section at 
Mud Run with disastro u s results. Heveralcarej 
j!f * he forw ahd m«h tiori were telescoped and 
nearly eighty persons were killed o u trig h t 
aqd a b o u t an equal num ber injured, m any of 
them probably fatally. 
The accident occurred a t night. Tiie next 
day was a sad day a t H azleton. As soon as 
th e nows of the accident reached this city the 
wildest excitem ent prevailed. T h ed ejajt was 
thronged with friends and relatives of those 
on th e ill-fated train , all seeking inform ation 
of th eir loved ones, b u t little wus received, 
and all had to w ait for som e one com ing 
from 
th e 
wreck. 
As 
th e 
h o u rs 
a d ­ 
vanced the suspense grew m ore and m ore a g ­ 
onizing, and th e scene w ns m o st harrow ing. 
A large number of th e relatives of th e dead 
and m any who feared th a t friends were on 
the ill-fated tra in crow ded the streets of 
W iikesbarre fVom early tnornlng. 
An Im ­ 
mense th ro n g surrounded the Valley depot 
nhd surged backw ard am i forw ard in th eir 
anxiety to Obtain the la te st particular* of 
tile Sad affair. 
The sj-enes a t thfe Lehigh 
Ynlhty depot beggar all description. 
H un­ 
dreds of men, women and children thronged 
thj* platform and w aiting room s, th e sole 
topic Of conversation being the awful disas­ 
ter. 
,As the m orning hours advanced the crow ds 
a t th e Lehigh Valley d ep o t augm ented until 
fully a th o u san d excited, sorrow ful people 
moved in and o u t of the building in nervous 
trepidation. M r.E ssor,w asntS upt.M itchell’s 
office all day, said the road carried 5,050 
passengers 
on 
the 
excursion. 
There 
were 
eighty-seven 
coaches in 
all, 
and 
the train was broken in to eighty sessions. 
Before th e accident fonr sections of the ex­ 
cursion train had passed Mud Hun. The train 
ahead of th e one th a t was run Into laid at 
Mud Run, w aitin g for a reg u lar passenger 
tra in to go by., w hen this train posse*!, the 
train th n t lnv ahead of the one th a t was 
wrecked pulled safely ou t. The o th er th«*n 
pvt led lip ready to s ta rt after the expiration 
Of ten m inutes, the tim e fixed upon ns the 
division between th e running of the excur­ 
sion sections. 
Evert- precaution was taken 
to warn nil approaching tra in s th a t the n a ­ 
tion was on the m ain track , nnd O p eratd r 
Slognu hung o u t a red light a t the sta tio n , 
while Jam es H unnigan, the rear brakem an, 
was back on the culvert with a red light. 
Which he says could be seen for a half mile 
dowh the track. Jam es K. McGitiley, 
re­ 
corder of de**ds of Luzerne county, was on 
the section th a t ran iu to th e preceding train , 
lie said: 
I was in th e second c ar from th e engine, 
pnd saw the tra in ahead of ns. 
We were 
running at the ra te of ul»ouf fift*-»*n mile* an 
hour. 1 should judge.

Navies in the Transition Stnjre. 
The navies of the world have boon 
for years past in a transition sfra#e— 
in fact, ever since tlx* introduction ol 
armor plating for ships of war, which 
necessitated the manufacture and use 
on board ship of heavier guns, which 
have since been compet iting with the 
thickness of armor until it seems 
probable that tin* ext rente limit has 
been well-nigh reached in either case, 
the ideal man-of-war has been sought

It, is then- 
fore essential to find out, as far 
as possible, which of our various 
types of ships b vst fulfills the re­ 
quirements expected of them. 
The 
true solution of this question, and of 
many, others waiting to be solved, 
conspicuous am ong them being the 
question. “ What is the value of the 
torpedo as an offensive and defensive 
weapon?” will have to stun I over till 
after the next great naval war. The 
wars of late years ha ve not helped us 
much. The American civil war devel­ 
oped the defensive torpedo to a stage 
beyond which it has not since made 
much advance; but from the Franco- 
German and Ru8so-Turkish wars but 
little was learned, beyond the un­ 
doubtedly great value of torpedoes 
for purposes of defense, in each case 
the stronger fleet being rendered in­ 
nocuous by their use. 
But such 
questions as “The best way to defend 
a large ocean trade from attack by 
cruisers;” which to England is of 
vital importance, remain as obscure 
as ever.—Blackwood’s Magazine.

Persons are Killed and Many More fnjartd. 


A ter ii lite railroad catastro p h e occtired in 
Pennsylvania in which si*venty-flve or eighty 
jiersons were killed and a numl>er injured 
The accident took plate near Mini Run S ta ­ 
tion. 
A grand parade of Cat boite societies 
took place a 1 Hazleton and a larg e excursion 
was run from Wilkes ba ire for the occasion, 
composts! of lodges, band and sight-etei-s 
from W ilkesbarro, Nanticoke and other points 
along the line. 
The excursion train was ran 
in tw o sections and upon the return trip th* 
rear section tau into th e forw ard section at 
Mud Run wit h disastrous results. Severalcar^ 
HH lie forw ahl settioji were telescoped ana 
nearly eighty persons were killed o u trig h t 
arid about un equal num ber injured, m any of 
them probably fatally. 
The aeeident occurred at night. The next 
*1*3* was a sod day a t H azleton. As soon as 
the news of the accident reache*! this city the 
w ildest excitement prevailed. Tb«depot was 
throng* d with friends nnd relatives of those 
on the ill-fated train , all seeking inform ation 
of their loved ones, but little wa* received, 
and all had to w ait for som e one coming 
from 
tho 
wreck.

vanced the suspense grew m ore and m ore ag ­ 
onizing, and the scene was m ost harrow ing 
A large num ber of the relative* o f Urn dead 
and m any w iio feared th a t friends were on 
the ill-fated train crowded the streets of 
W ilb rah am (Yow early m orning. 
An Im­ 
mense th ro n g stirrounued the Valley depot 
ahd surged backw ard and forw ard In their 
anxiety to obtain the late st particulars of 
file Sad affair. 
The ahene* a t thfe Lehigh 
Vnllpy depot beggar all description. 
Mun- 
drbds of men, women and children thronged 
Ute platform and w aiting room s, the sole 
topic Of conversation being the awful disas­ 
ter. 
As the m orainghours advanced the crowds 
at the Iv**high Valley depot augm ented until 
fully a thousand excited, sorrowful people 
moved in and o ut of the building in nervous 
trepidation. Mr. I tee* ir, was a t Supt. M itchell's 
office a1) day, said the road carried 5,050 
passengers 
on 
the 
excursion. 
There 
were 
eighty-seven 
coaches in 
all, 
and 
the train was broken into eighty sessions. 
Before the accident, four s*‘*'tions of the ex­ 
cursion train had pass***! Mud Run. The tram 
ahead of the one th n t was run into laid a t 
Mud Run, w aiting for a regular passenger 
train (*) go by,. When this train passed, the 
train th at Iny ahead of the one th a t was 
wrecked pulled safely out. The other thro 
pulled lip ready to s ta rt after the expiration 
of ten m inutes, the tim e fixed upon as the 
division between the running of the excur* 
sinh sections. 
E v ert precaution was taken 
to warn nil approaching train s th a t th*- sec­ 
tion was on the main track, and O jjerator 
Rbtgnu hung out. a red light a t the statio n , 
while Jam es H unnigun, the roar brakem an, 
was back on the culvert with a rod light. 
wri* h hi* sa^s could be sc* n for a half mite 
down the track, Jam es K. McGinley, re­ 
corder of deeds of Luzerne c o a s t J . was on 
the section th a t ran iuto the preceding train . 
H<* said: 
I w as in the second car from th e engine, 
and saw the train ahead o f un. 
We were 
running at the nib- o fa te x it fifb-cn m il*-an 
hour. I should judge. 
I realized th a t there 
would Is* a m ishap, but I could not help m y­ 
self. 
It was impossible to get out of th* cor.

Heidelberg. G erm any, according to a dis­ 
patch received by members of his family in 
Ban Francisco. 
Mr. Flood was born in Ireland in 1825 m d 
went to California in 1851. 
He received a 
plain comm on school education. 
How his 
tim e was occupied between his school days 
and his m ajority is n o t known, but when 
about tw enty-three yearn of age, in 1849, 
he 
sailed 
for 
California,

the 
long journey a roil ml the H orn. W ith $3,000 
be returned to 
New 
York, 
but resided 
iii th a t city only a veur. 
Back again a t th# 
Pacific const, like all the adventurers of the 
5>eriod, Mr. Flood had troublesom e times, 
diana pointm en ts and failures and plenty of 
hard work. 
In 1854 de find him em erging 
from obscurity and becoming known as the 
lending p a rtn er in the firm of 
Flood & 
O 'Brien. The p artners m ade money keeping u 
liquor saloon in Ban Francisco, winch be* 
rant a kind of exchange, much to the profit 


of iis proprietors. In 1862 these* men m ade 
their first investm ent iii the Co in stock hale, 
Nevada. John W. M ackay joined his fort lines 
with theirs the next year, and in 1869 Jam es 
C. F a ir beeume the fourth p artn er in the 
m ining property 
owned 
by 
the 
firm. 
W hoever suffered by the collapse of 
the 
Comstock “ boom ” feu o r Eleven years ago. 
Flood and las associates cam e out ahead. It 
was Mr. Flood who projected the N evada 
bank. 
He had for associates Jam es C. F air 
and Jo h n W. M ackay. After finishing the 
itujuense row of buildings called the N evada 
block in San Francisco,and ju st liefore s ta r t­ 
in g the N evada bank, Flood m&de th a t 
hta vy roll on t he California bonk which ied 
to ils suspension and incidentally to the 
death pf William (\ R alston, the popular 
Californian, whose fall abd sn frequent sui­ 
cide were greatly1 deplored by the public.

A t H alstead street 
there was a great nod), which flung opprobi- 
ous epithets a t th e new men* am i one mem­ 
ber of it m ade a dash for one of t la* cars and 
liegan to pound tin* driver. There was a 
lively and wicked-looking scene for a time, 
but the police m anaged to keep the crowd in 
check 
The driver's assailan t was arrested

The m ayor has presented tho following 
proclam ation, which lias been printed and 
spread broadcast over tim city: 
W hereas, difficulties have arisen between 
three street car com panies and th eir em ­ 
ploy**. am i as it is ne**<*ssarjr for the preser­ 
vation a f th e peace aud the good nam e of 
th** * it3r th at law and o rd er ive m aintained, 
therefore citixensare requested not 
to con­ 
gregate on the streets in any section of the 
cit3’ but to follow their usual vocations. If 
a crowd collects at point, evil-disposed per­ 
sons. intending to com m it an overt act* 
conceal them selves in their m idst, and when 
breaches of the peace occur, innocent on­ 
lookers ara* liable to bo injured.

Is the AVorld to Be Moved by Wet Soda. 
At the Baldwin locomothhe wbfks 
there are in course of construction 
four locom otives which a n ' designed 
to run by soda, which takes the place 
of fire under the I toiler. Soda has 
much the sam e power as coal, says 
the Philadelphia Record, w ithout 
any of the offensive gases which th a t 
fuel emits. The engines are now 
nearly finished, and are to be shipped 
to Minneapolis, 
Minn., in a short 
tim e and are to be run on the streets 
of th a t city, where steam engines .‘ire 
forbidden. The engine lias much the 
sam e appearance as a passenger car. 
It is about sixteen feet long entirely 
boxed in, with no visible smoke st ack s 
or pipes, as there is 110 exhaust or 
refuse. 
The boiler is of copper, 84% 
inches in diam eter, and fifteen feet 
long having tubes running through 
it as in steam boilers. Inside the boiler 
will Ik* placed five tons of soda,which 
upon being dam pened by a jet of 
steam produces an 
intense heat. 
When the soda is thoroughly satu- 
rated, which will occur in about six 
hours, the action ceases, and then it 
is necessary to restore it to its origin­ 
al state by forcing through the boiler 
a stream of superheated steam from 
a statio n ary boiler, which drives the 
m oisture entirely from the 
soda, 
when it is again ready for use. The 
exhaust steam fri>ni the cylinders is 
used to sa tu ra te the soda, and by 
this m eans all refuse is used. These 
engines are the first of their kind 
th a t have been built in this country, 
and are being constructed under the 
supervision of George Kuchler, a 
German engineer. The engines will 
have a b o u t the sam e power as those 


011 the New York elevated roads, and 
will readily draw four light cars. 
Soda engines are now used in Berlin 
and other European cities very suc­ 
cessfully, and they also traverse the 
St. (iothavd tunnel under the Alps, 
where steam engines cannot In* used, 
because the length of the tunnel ren­ 
ders it impossible to devise a system 
of ventilation which will carry off the 
foul gases generated by a locomotive. 
So overpow ering would these gases 
become th a t suffocation would ensue.

Schliemann a t Myeemr tire being en­ 
ergetically carried on and continue to 
bring to light fresh objects of archae­ 
ological and antropological interest. 
“The entire terrain around the tow n,” 
it is reported, “is full of tom bs be­ 
longing to an epoch antecedent to 
Homer. The pre-Homeric sepulchres 
are cut in the solid rock and carefully

com partm ents,
